Thanks  for  clarifying  that  site  assessment  is  not  looking  at  sites  in  Creede  area  at  this  time. 


I think  the  only  thing  the  community  is  currently  looking  for  direct  EPA  assistance  with  is  trying 
to  re-install  a passive  bioreactor  to  treat  the  Solomon  mine  adit  with  Non-point  source  program 
funding.  The  idea  is  that  they  would  do  this  as  a Good  Samaritan  and  look  to  EPA  for  an  AOC 
for  some  liability  protection.  This  would  have  to  be  done  as  a non-time  critical  removal  action  (It 
would  be  a superfund  removal  site  but  not  designated  for  NPL  listing). 


The  Willow  Creek  Reclamation  group  is  still  working  through  the  planning  stages  of  this  project, 
but  has  State  non-point  source  funding  for  the  planning  stages.  And  we  have  been  talking  to 
them  about  the  AOC  and  how  this  process  could  go  forward. 


Just  as  a little  bit  more  information  in  case  you  are  curious.  Non-  point  source  funding  was 
provided  to  the  community  group  in  201 1 or  2012  for  rechanneling  the  creek  through  the 
floodplain  and  I think  there  is  a grant  application  in  for  brownfields  money  for  capping  of  some 
of  the  mine  waste  in  the  floodplain  in  an  effort  to  continue  cleanup  efforts  there.
